: CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 
Our advices extend to 7th Dec. The outward mail per French 
steamer of 15th Oct. arrived on the 30th Nov. The following 
items are from the Worth China Herald :— ee 


We are glad to hear that the matter of provision for the Chinese 
poor has been taken up, the Cowncil having resolved to carry on 
the Sinzah Refuge similarly tolast year. The same foreign super- 
intendent has been appointed, and last year’s plan having been 
found to work well is also followed in other particulars. The cost 
of working the Refuge will be defrayed from the Council's vote 
for charitable purposes, to be assisted by private subscriptions 
from the foreign and native community, who no doubt will give 
aid as liberally as heretvfore. 

Shanghai and the neighbouring districts are contributing a 
large supply of cotton quilted clothes for the sufferers by the late 
floods in Chib-li, It is said that some 20,000 have been already 
collected. 

The Peking Gazette contains an outspoken memorial by Censor 
Liu Kwo-kwang on the rather delicate subject of Imperial house- 
hold expenditure. The Emperor seems to want more income, and 
asks for-the “surplus”? Customs’ revenue. Liu very plainly says 
there is no reason why the Imperial housghold should cost more 
now than it used to do, and that a time when the metropolitan 
sigh is starving is not appropriate for such an application. 

‘o talk of “surplus” Customs’ revenue is humbug. The col- 
lectors already squeeze intolerably, and would make the Imperial 
demand an excuse for further extortion. The last Peking rumour 
is that Tseng-kwo-fan is likely to retire, and to be succeeded at 
Nangking by Li-hung-chang, the present Viceroy of Chih-li. We 
give the report only for what it may be worth. 

The body of a marine belonging to H.M.S. Juno has been found 
near the village of Pao Shing-yao, a little beyond Sikawei. The 
deceased, whose name was Joseph Blake, had come on shore with 
a comrade on leave, on the previous day, and they had hired 
ponies and ridden out to the Bubbling Well, drinking a good deal 

ofore they parted. There was no marks of violence on the body, 
nor sign of struggle on the spot ; and money was found in the 
pocket. The inference is that Blake somehow deviated from the 
straight road, either at Cross-road or at the Defence Creek, and 
worked back towards Sikawei, where he must have been thrown 
from his pony and wandered till he fell from exhaustion, fell 
asleep, and died from cold, 

The second Paper Hunt of the season was won by Mr. Bidwell, 
on Screw. Asiother yacht raco has been sailed, the course being 
from off the Recreation Ground round the Red Buoy. Eight 
yachts entered, and the prize, the Christmas Cup, was won by the 
Phantom. 

The newS.8.N. steamer, recently put together at the euaipeny 6 
lower (Hongkew) wharf, has been successfully launched. She is 
named the //onan, and is a vessel of very light draught, but of 
considerable length, and will carry about 1,500 tons. She will 
be admirably fitted to run on the Upper Yangtze—when it ig 
opened. ; 

PThe sons of Saint Andrew, as usual, held high festival on St. 
Andrew’s Day, in honour of Scotland’s patron Saint ; two parties 
—the St. Audrew’s Society and the Scottish Freemasons—vivinog 
which should most hospitably celebrate the occasion. About 
sixty members of the ee sat down to dinner at the club, under 
the presidency of Mr. David Reid, supported by Mr. F. Henderson 
as vice-chairman, and Mr. J. Anderson aud Dr. Henderson as 
croupiers. About thirty-five Freemasons sat down to the banquet 
given by the “ Cosmopolitan " Lodge, under tho presidency of the 
master for the current year—Bro. 0. M. Donaldson. : 

The case of the achooner Anne, Mr. James Fox, master, which 
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was stranded at Kelung, on the 9th or 10th of August, and has 
since been abandoned by the master and crew, came before the 
Naval Court of Zamsui on the 12th Oct., when the Court found 
that no blame was attributable to the master or crew. All pos- 
sible efforts were made for six weeks to get her off, before she was 
sold at the recommendation of survivors, gnd the Court approved 
of such sale. , 





HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 43th Dec. The outward London mail of 
QKth Oct. arrived on the 8th Dec. 

The Overland Trade Report hase a very pertinent article on the 
altered conditions of trade in China, consequent on the introduc- 
tion of the telegraph, in which it is attempted with much justice 
to relieve'resident partners in future from the sole responsibility of 
“bad seasons,” now that the wire has brought them within a 
day's communication with their seniors. The observation is a true 
one ; and there can be no doubt that the reputation for “ reck- 
lessness,” which our contemporary says is a “household word 
among commercial men,” as applied to China merchants, will not 
longer attach solely to their representatives abroad, unless indeed 
the resident partners should not choose to be guided by the 
instructions flashed to them from home—a contingency which 
our contemporary seems to have overlooked. 


The following items are from the China Mail :-— 


In China matters political are much the same, so far as outward 
appearances reveal the situation. An important document has 
been published, in which Count Rochechouart gives what is re- 

ded as a preliminary reply to the Missionary Circular, and which 
is sent to the Tsung-li-yamen pending consultation with other 
Powers, especially England. It is spirited and firm, and foresha- 
dows a policy which we trust will be vigorously followed up. A 
rumour is in circulation that Tseny-kwo-fan has resigned, and will 
be succeeded in the Vice-royalty of the Two-Kwangs by Li- 
hung-chang, a younger but very able mandarin. Disturbances are 
reported in the western districts of Kwangtung, Kwangsi, and 
Yu-nan, and in the latter province it is stated that the third son 
of the Taiping Wong has been declared Emperor of Southern 
China ; troops are being sent to the districts under the insurrec- 
tionary influence. The floods are now stated to have been im- 
mediately caused by the laziness and negligence of 2 mandarin, 
aided by the rascality of a yamen-runner, who suppressed reports 
of the danger. 

H.E. Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, Governor of Tong Kong, 
&c., landed at the Military Wharf, Parade Ground, on the 8th 
Dec. His Excellency was brought on shore in the Governor's 
barge, accompanied by H.E. the Lieut. Governor, Ion. J. G. 
Austin, Hon. C. C. Smith, Mr. Russell, and the Governor's aid- 
de-camp. On the wharf to receive him we observed Messrs. 
Moorsom, Stewart, Mitchell, d’Almada, Lister, Dr. Dods, and 
others; while on the Parade Ground there was a very large 
concourse assembled, consisting of leading residents, several ladies 
and many Europeans and Chinese. We were sorry to observe 
that his Excellency’s stay at home bas apparently had so littic 
effect in re-establishing his previous vigour of body ; anl we 
sincerely trust that the bracing air of our island home during 
this season may result in his complete restoration. Sir Richard 
when he landed wore the Order of St. Michael and St. George— 
an honour conferred upon him since his departure, as reward for 
long and distinguished services. 

No official preparations were made for his Excellency’s recep- 
tion, and general dissatisfaction has been expressed at the bung- 
ling way in which matters were managed. 

His Excellency visited the gaol during the afternoon, go that 
he did not allow the grass to grow under his fect; and we 
would again remind heads of departments and all concerned that 
Sir Richard is again at his post. Verbusn sap! 

Mr. T. C. Hayllar has been provisionally appointed Acting 
Attorney General, in room of Hon. J. Ball (Smalt Court Judge) 
resigned. 

Abdool Moussa and Noor Mahomed Camissa were convicted of 
having conspired to defraud certain Chinese silk-merchants in 
Canton by attempting to make it appear that the debts of Fazul- 
bhoy, Mahomed Kssa and Co., of Bombay, were the debts of one 
Abdool Rahman Jahmal. Sentence has been reserved, pending 
decision on certain reserved legal points in the case. 

Some surprise has been occasioned by the course adopted by 
the agent here of the Great Northern Telegraph China and 
Japan Extension Company, on the occasion of the temporary 
stoppage of communication between this port and Shanghai. 
The public were not informed of the break in the line, and 
paid messages were received for two or three days after the 
line was unserviceable; and though the money for the said 
messages has been returned, great inconvenience and some 
vexation has resulted. 

St. Andrew’e-day was celebrated both here and 
by Scotchmen, at semi-public dinner assembled. 

Captain Punchard, of the late steamer Azof, has had his 
Certificate returned by the Marine Court of Inquiry, and has 
ac Pronounced entirely blameless as regards the joss of the 
vessel,

SARaw aK, 

The census for the Sarawak territury gives a general total of 
141,646, but it does not pretend to strict mcuracy. It is the 
generally received opinion that the whole population of the Sa- 
rawak territory numbers nearer 200,000 souls than 141,000. 

The N.E. monsoon having set in, the fair way buoy on the bar 
at the Santubong entrance of the Sarawak river has been remov-” 
the channel being no longer safe for large vessels. 

A report reaches us from Kalaka that Minggat, the Dyak chief 
who distinguished himself in the late expedition, intends to start 
with 2 considerable force to attack the people living on the Kano- 
wit river above Mujok. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates from this port extend to the 20th Dec. The P. and 0. 
mail of the 3rd Nov. arrived on the 8th Dec; and the French 
mail, with London letters to 10th Nov.,on the 14th Dec. The 


following items are from the Straits Times :— 


The financial position of the colony has been very ably reviewed 
in a paper laid before the Legislative Council by the Auditor-Gene- 


ral, which, together with the debate on the Supplementary Supply 


Bill for 1870 and Estimates for 1872, has only been recently pub- 
The Auditor-General has endeavoured to refute the 
charges of extravagance from time to time made against the 
colonial administration, but throws out of his calculations the 
cost of Government House and the new steamers—including, we 


suppose, the loss on the Peiho—as exceptional and extraordinary 


items, which should not be taken intoaccountas evidences of general 
extravagance. Theargument loses some of its force from the fact that 
the expenditure during three years of Colonial rule are contrasted 
against that of only one year under the Indian Government,— 


and that year one in which the New Court House was being 


built,—while the cost of New Government House and new steam- 
ers have been omitted in reckoning the Colonial expenditure. It 
is gratifying to learn, however, from the debate, that the expen- 
diture asa rule does not reach the amount named in the esti- 
mates by a long way, while the revenue is generally in excess of the 


amount anticipated, and that the public are not to take the 


estimates as a measure of the probable expenditure, they being 
framed to cover possible deficiencies in any of the various de- 
partments. 

The reduction that is to be made in the military strength of 


the garrison here is one of the most important movements that 


has been decided on since these settlements became a colony. 
Some time ago, it was proposed to raise a local corps somewhat 
on the principle of the Ceylon Rifles, to replace the Madras 
Native Infantry, but the Sepoys, and also the half battery of 
Royal Artillery stationed here are now to be withdrawn, and no 
local corps has been raised ; and the entire military strength of 
the colony will be merely one regiment of European infantry. 
We of course are unaware what further measures are contem- 
plated at the Colonial Office, but believe an augmentation of the 
police force, or the alternative of a local military corps, will be 
necessary. 

On the 14th December H.M.S. Zron Duke arrived, bringing out 
Admiral Shadwell to relieve Sir Henry Kellett in command of the 
China squadron. Admiral Kellett was waiting here in H. M. 9. 
Ocean, to be relieved, and proceeds home as passenger by the pre- 
sent mail steamer. 

Singapore saw very little of the eclipse, but that event was 
followed by threo remarkably high tides, which were not pre- 
dicted by Mr. Saxby, and further, found every one totally unpre- 
pared for them. A considerable quantity of produce, stored in 
godowns in the low parts of the town, was damaged the first day, 
and at night a heavy swell aided in the destruction of one or 
two landing piers, the police stations at Teluk Ayer and Tanjong 
Rkoo, as well as many of the buildings on piles at the latter 
place, and several cargo boats, which, with their cargoes were lost. 
‘The damage, however, was not so serious as might have been ex- 
pected, considering that parts of the town were three feet under 
water. 

A difficulty and inconvenience which has been experienced in 
getting the Afirzapore alongside the P, and O. Company’s wharf, 
and which was a serious annoyance to the passengers and to every 
one else, should lead the P.and O. Company to extend their wharvea. 
The large steamers are much too long for the present wharf, and 
besides the difficulty of making the steamers fast, it more than 
once happens, as it did in this instance, that the gangway cannot 
be brought abreast of the wharf. The mails were d yed nearly 
an hour owing to this cause alone. 

We hear that the appointment of Police Magistrate here has 
been given to Captain Wilshas military officer hitherto serving 
at the Colony of Sierra Leone, on the West coast of Afriea.

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PENANG. 
The present mail brings dates to the 22nd Dec.; the P. and 0. 
mail, with London advices to the 17th Nov., arrived out Dec. 20. 


Mr. I. 8. Bond, on behalf of Mr. G. P. Tolson, the managing 
assistant in the firm of Lorrain, Gillespie and Oo.. has moved the 
Supreme Court for a rule nisi calling on the sheriff how cause 
why a mandamus should not issue commanding to : 
declare him to have been duly elected as Municipal Commissioner 
of Prince of Wales’ Island, at the election of a Municipal Com- 
missioner holden on the 5th December. Sir Wm. Hackett decided 
that it would be a waste of the public time, and the money of the 
litigants to allow a mandamus to issue. 

At a public meeting, held at the office of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, to consider what arrangements should be made for the 
reception of the King of Siam, it was resolved that a public 
reception should be given to the King, and that a requisition be 
made to Government to place at the disposal of the public an 
adequate sum, as was done at Singapore on a similar occasion. 
“Jetty Reception Committee,” a “ Levee Committee,” a ‘‘ Pro- 
cession Committee,” and a.“ Ball Committee” were appointed. 

We are informed that a letter has been received from the Rev. 
Mr. Moreton, in which he stated it as his intention to return to 
Penang by the first mail in March. Mr. Moreton, it is said, 
brings out with him an assistant for the Free School. 

Titipapan and its neighbourhood have been in a state of great 
alarm during the earlier part of the week, in consequence of 
tumultuous parties of armed Jaweepakans and Malays, assem- 
bling and committing assaults and other excesses on persons who 
had refused to become members of a secret society, newly estab- 
lished in that locality under the auspices of Mohomed Cassim. 
The police are doing all they ean to screen the offenders. A police- 
sergeant, it is said, .is one of the head men of the society.

Prices 
have ruled as last advised, ranging from Tls. 13 for very common Shun- 
tams to Ts, 16 for common Oonains and Hohows, anything a little better 
than common to fair in Hohows, Ningchows, or Oopacks being worth 
Tis. 18 to 21. Stock is 14,000 chests, composed almost entirely of Ten 
under the grade of good common black leaf. All the late arrivals have 
been of the same class, and the season must be considered closed for good 
consumable grades. Export is 66 millions, against 5G4 at same time 
last year, or say 3} millions in excess of the entire quantity of Black 
Tea shipped hence to England last season. To America the excess is 
One million pounds. Green: We have to advise a more active demand 
compared with the business of the previous fortnight, settlements being 
5,000 half-chests and 5,000 boxes in excess of the quantity then reported, 
American firms have continued to compete with each other for the 
most desirable parcels offered, keeping rates up to the high standard 
which has been current for some time past. Some buyers make prices 
considerably easier, bnt a comparison with former settlements shows a 
falling off in quality fully equal to the reduction in tael quotation, We 
quote Shanghai packed Tls. 28.5.0 to 35.0.0, medium to fine Fychows, 
Teenkais aud Moyunes Tis. 33.0.0 to 41.0.0, fine to finest Tls. 42.0.0 to 
51.0.0, prices which do not offer inducement to buyers for the English 
market. There is a marked absence of common country packed Teas, 
what few have come forward have been almost unsaleable ; we do uot 
therefore expect any large supply of them, nor do we anticipate that the 
supply for season will exceed the total of last year. Export to America 
is 1$ million in excess of the quantity sent up to the same date last 
year, whilst to England the quantity is about equal to what had then 
been shipped. Stock ie, say, 40,000 half-chests, against 69,000 in 1870. 

FoocHow.—Arrivals of Congou continued on a small scale, and only 
a moderate business had been transacted during the week ; Oolongs 
had been in demand. Congou : Settlements, 3,198 chests at Tls. 34 to 
203. Prices on the whole showed little alteration. Arrivals 3,250 
chests. Souchong : Settlements, 511 chests at Tis, 12 to 264. Arrivals, 
nil. Oolong ; Settlements, 7,727 half-chests at Tis. 14 to 214, being 
about previous rates. Arrivals, 3,100 half-chests. Scented Teas and 
Flowery Pekog, nil. 

Amoy.—A steady demand had existed for Oolongs, and the better 
grades on offer had been readily taken at generally firmer prices; the 
common kinds, however, were less firmly held. Settlements, 10,694 
half-chests, at $16 to 19 for common, $20 to 22 for fair, $23 to 25 for 
good, $27 to 30 for superior, $33 to 36 for fine, and $38 to 49 for extra 
fine and choice. The Catherine Fullarton and Agnes had sailed for 
New York, and the Clementia was expected to load for the same port. 
The rate of freight was £3 5s. per ton of 40 feet. 

CantTon.—Holders continued very firm in their demands, and for the 
Teas reported settled they had obtained fully previous rates ; for Scented 
Orange Pekoes, notwithstanding undesirable quality, higher prices had

COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH. 
J. L. FRASER UV. THE TELEGRAPH CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE 
COMPANY. 

This was an action for breach of contract and delay in the convey- 
anee by the company in one of their steamers—the Hibernia—of a 
cargo of merchandise from Singapore. The plaintiff shipped 1,796 
bags of pepper and other merchandise on board under a bill of lading 
which described the vessel as a “steamer.” In point of fact, she was 
an “auxiliary screw steamer’—that is, using steam in aid of sails. 
For this voyage sails chiefly were used, only 500 tons of coal having 
been taken on board. The consequence of this was that the voyage 
lasted 135 days, inatead of 65, the ordinary time for a steam voyage. 
The result of this was that, by reason of loss of markets and fall in 
prices, damages to the amount of £500 had been sustained. The 
action was tried before Mr. Justice Mellor at Guildhall on the 19th 
ult., and he left it to the jury in substance whether there had been any 
undue delay. The jury found for the defendants. 

Sir J. Karslake, Q.C., now moved fora new trial, on the groand that, 
on the construction of the contract, implied in the bill of lading, which 
described the vessel as a “steamer,” his client, the plaintiff, was en- 
titled to conveyance in the ordinary time of a ateam voyage, and that, 
therefore, the contract had not been carried out. The Court thought 
it all turned on the construction of the contract, and granted a rule. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
LANE v. LAY. 
This cage was tried on the 15th ult., and reported in our issue of 
22nd ult. The plaintiff was a civil engineer, and the defendant, Mr. 
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Heratto Netson Lay, 8 commissioner of the Japanese Government, 
who had entered into contracts for the execution of certain lines of 
railway in Japan. In about the month of August, 1870, he entered 
into an agreement with the plaintiff, under which he was to be engaged 
for three years at a monthly payment of £125, subject to a series of 
conditions, some of which wore that he was to report himself to Mr. 
Morell, the chief engineer at Yokohama, on his arrival there, and to 
act aceording to his orders and under his authority. The plaintiff's 
travelling expenses having been handed him by the defendant, he 
arrived at Yokohama on the 25th September. For’ some short time 
the plaintiff and chief engineer acted harmoniously together, the 
“Foner proceeding to certain parts of the country from time 
to time, as instructed by Mr. Morell. After the works in 
operation had advanced a certain stage the plaintiff was informed 
that notice of dismissal had been sent to the defendant in 
England. Mr. Morell then submitted to the plaintiff certain ar- 
ticles of instruction for his signature. In consequence, however, of 
the latter refusing to sign them, and Mr. Morell declining his further 
assistance unless he assented to those articles of instruction, Mr. Lane 
returned to England, arriving here about the 3rd of December, 1870, 
accompanied by a Mr. Bryant, a gentleman engaged under similar 
circumstances, and who acted in a precisely similar manner. The 
plaintiff then took an action against Mr. Horatio Nelson Lay for u 
wrongful dismissal, which action was tried before the Lord Chief Baron, 
and resulted in a verdict in his favour for £2,509 damages, the -real 
defendants being the Oriental Bank Corporation, Mr. Lay being no 
longer 8 commissioner of the Japanese Government. 





RUSSIA AND THE KARIAN SEA. 

A discumsion on the seal fishery in the Karian Sea has taken place 
ia the Society for the Promotion of Ruasian Industry and Commerce 
at St. Peteraburg, in the course of which M. Sidoroff laid great 
atress on the necessity of “ protecting the proprietary rights of Rus- 
sia’’ in those waters. The English and Norwegians, he said, take 
advantage of the season, when the Russian ports are closed by the 
ice, to kill the seals in spawning time, so that when the Russians 
come three months later there are very few seals left. This practice 
has become so frequent of late that the seals will die out altogether 
unless police regulations are introduced for their protection. Profes- 
sor Ivanoffsky expressed hig concurrence in this opinion, and added 
that there could be no question as to the whole of the Karian Sea 
being Ruesian property. Russia, therefore, had a perfect right to for- 
hid any foreign vessels to enter the sea. M. Lochwitzky said that the 
Karian Sea, being surrounded by land belonging to Russia on all sides 
except on the north-east, where it communicates with the Icy Sea, 
eannot be regarded as international property, and supported this vi = 
by numerons quotations from historical and judicial authorities, 


: A CHANNEL TUNNEL. 

A company has been registered at the Joint-Stock Company’s Regis- 
tration Office, called “the Channel Tunnel Company (Limited),” for 
commencing the work of making a tunnel from near Dover to a point 
near Calais. The capital of the company is £30,000, which is being 
privately subscribed, with the immediate object of makiug a trial 
abaft, and driving a driftway on the English side about half a mile 
beyond low-water mark, with the view of proving the practicability of 
tunnelling under the Channel. The completion of this work will 
furnish data for calculating the cost of continuing the driftway from 
each shore to a junction in mid-Channel, and capital will then be sub- 
scribed for that purpose or for enlarging it to the size of an ordinary 
railway tunnel, as the epginecrs may deem most expedient. The 
-committee of management are Lord Richard Grosvenor, chairman, 
Captain Beaumont, M.P., Sir E. Buckley, M.P., Mr. Thomas Brassey, 
M.P., Admiral George Elliot, Messrs. Blount (Paris), Buddicom, 
Hawes, Michel Chevalier, and Paulin Talabot. The engineers are 
Mesars. John Hawkshaw, Thom? de Gamond, James Brunlees, and 
William Low. The tunnel will be made through the lower or grey 
chalk, chiefly if not entirely ; and by the adoption of machinery of 
which the promoters of this company have recently made practical 
trials, itis expected the e can be opened from shore to shore 
within three years from the time of commencing the work, and at a 
coat very considerably less than any previous estimates. 


; THE EUROPEAN ASSURANCE SOCIETY. 
W The further investigation of the affairs of the European Assurance 
Society which has taken place since they were first forced upon public 
attention last November, is yielding results of a kind which must in- 
crease sympathy for the victims of misplaced confidence in that insti- 
tation. The case is much worse than had been supposed. The asseta 
are uow estimated by the provisional official liquidators at £276,059 
6s. 6d., and the liabilities at £1,473,091 9s., le.ving a deficiency of 
£1,197,032 23. 6d. Those officers very properly describe this disas- 
trous state of the society's affuire as unparalleled. Polizy-holders and 
annuitants appear to have very little alleviation of their loss to ex- 
pect from the shareholders. It is estimated that the amount to be 
obtained from that source does not exceed £150,000. The reckless- 
ness with which the business of the European must have been carried 
en for years almost surpasses belief. Under the suspicious heading of 
“Suspense Account,” there figure sums represented by an aggregate 
of £327,238, which has been almost wholly lost in carrying out the 
ted amalgamations of other societies with the European. It was 

y an arrangement of this kind, for concealing loss, that the directors 
were enabled to declare a ‘‘ bonus” as latcly as 1867. ‘he manage- 


> ment expenses were extravagant, and there is a loss of £165,000 set 


down, made up of miscellaneous items. The society. it scems, did a 
certain amount of what is called “ industrial” business, and in a majo- 
rity of cases of this character there waa no record of the policies what- 
ever in the books of the office. 

. It appears that the original arrangement for transferring the busi- 
neds of the Eurepean to a New York Company, spoken of last No- 
evember; could net be carried into effect, and a variety of propositions 
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and counter-propositions have since been made. The mortality was 
found to be higher than had been assumed—a fact which may be ac- 
counted for by the withdrawal of the best lives within the last two or 
three years, and the eagerness of the management to issue new poli- 
cies for the sake of income. The last offer received from an American 
office was one for taking the lives of insurers in the European upon 
examination, the acceptance of which was out of the question. The 
directors opposed the issue of an order for winding up the company, 
and if those gentlemen had any scheme to submit which offered a 
reasonable prospect of relief, the policy-holders would only be too glad 
to hear of it. This, however, does not seem to be the case, and Vice- 
Chancellor Malins has ordered the compulsory winding-up of the 
company. It is a sad case for the thirteen hundred shareholders, and 
worse for the twenty-three thousand policy-holders of the company ; 
and, with nothing better than a liquidation in prospect, it will be a 
long while before we hear the last of their misfortunes. 


THE MAIL ROUTE TO BRINDISI. 

A China merchant writes to The Jimes reiterating the complaint 
which has been made lately, from various quarters, that there is, 
properly speaking, no through service of trains between London and 

rindisi. Passengers have to avail themeelves of the following ser- 
vices, viz.: 1. London to Paris; 2. Paris to Turin ; 3. Turin to Bo- 
logna; 4. Bologna to Brindisi, which are independent from and un- 
connected with each other. They are, therefore, exposed on reaching 
Paris, Turin, and Bologna, to find that recent alterations have been 
made in one of the services, and that the train by which they should 
have travelled in order to catch the steamer from Brindisi has already 
left. This has happened lately to several passengers. Will you, con- 
tinues the correspondent, urge the various companies connecting Eng- 
land and Italy by the Brenner and Mont Cenis routes to give notice 
of any alterations in the service before they are put into operation. 


THE ‘‘MEGERA” COMMISSION. 

The Royal Commission appointed to investigate the loss of Her 
Majesty’s troopship Jfeyera has been sitting during the week for the 
reception of evidence. On the 12th inst. Admiral the Hon. Charles 
Eliot, commander-in-chief of the Sheerness Station, was examined, 
and stated that, before the Megera sailed on her last voyage, he 
satisfied himself that the cargo she took was a proper cargo. He 
knew that from the beginning she was supposed to be a very uncom- 
fortable ship, but he believed her to be a good sea boat, and he had 
no reason to suppose she was unseaworthy. He had nothing to do 
with the selection of the vessel to go to Australia. 


On the 13th Mr. Reed, formerly Chief Constructor to the Navy, 
gave cvidence. He said that the Jfegera was a bad type of vessel 
from the beginning, and that a great deal of money had been spent 
upon her. The reduction in the estimate of repairs arose simply from 
the fact that the .Wegw7ra was considered a vessel which should not be 
sent on a long foreign voyage. Lord Lawrence questioned the witness 
as to the absence of periodical examinations of ships, and said it ap- 
peared that the Mfegera had not been thoroughly examined for seven 
years. ‘‘It is very strange to me (added his lordship) that nobody 
connected with the Admiralty or any of the dockyards ever thought 
that it would be well to subject the vesscl to a thorough overhaul.” 
Mr. Reed, in reply, appealed to his long experience, and said that the 
conclusion he had arrived at was that the people about dockyards were 
too prone to make thorough overhauls and incur expense. On the 15th 
Mr. E. J. Reed was again before the Commission, and his evidence oc- 
cupied the whole of the sitting. He said he did not know that he was 
in possession of such decided information concerning the ship until 
Mr. Goschen mentioned it in Parliament. He would have communi- 
cated it to his professional successors had not a bar been placed be- 
tween them and him. At thesame time he had done all in his power 
to call the attention of the Government to the state of the vessel. 
His impression was that she was lost through neglecting a local defect. 
The general tenour of Mr. Reed's testimony was that the Megera 
should not have been sent to sea without a thorough survey and 
repair, and that the responsibilities of the Admiralty were so divided 
and subdivided amongst the departments that there was the greatest 
difficulty in fixing blame when anything went wrong. 


Tar Troy (New York) Times announces the death of Mr. Hasegawa, 
one of the Japanese sent to the United States to be liberally educated 
for the future advantage of the Empire. He had been in the country 
only one year ; but at the Troy Academy he had already acquired such 
a fawiliarity with the English language as to enable him to converse 
and read fluently. It was his purpose to atudy law as goon as practic- 
able. He is described as a gentlemanly and noble-hearted young man, 
who made friends wherever he was known. He died from consump- 
tion. 


THe Syndicate of the Presse Scientifique, an association which was 
started in Paris in March, 1870, has issued an interesting report of 
its procecdings and progress in pamphlet form. The names of the 
presidents of the‘different departments—Medicine, Agriculture, History, 
Science, and Philosophy—are a sufficient guarantee of the benefit that 
may be expected to result from the labours of the Society, which, we 
see, Will in future hold its meetings weekly.

It is really a wondrous tale that is told of our foreign trade in the 
year 1871 by the Board of Trade. The ‘imports of merchandise iuto 
this country in the year have been of the unprecedented value of 


£326,834,647, leaving an amount that is really immense even when we | 


have allowed a sixth or a filth for re-exports of articles not consumed 
here ; and the exports of the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom in the year reached the (also unprecedented) value of 
£219,319,071.

ceeded in the years of dear cotton, when Am rican cotton averaged 
from £10 to £13 or more per ewt. In 1871 more than nine imil- 
lion ewts. of our supply came from the United States, nearly four 
m Hions fiom India, and 14 iillion from Egypt. Our supply of fo. 
reign (sheep and lambs’) wool in 1871 may also bo spoken of as never 
approachvd in any former year. It amounted to 319,511,3301b., of 
the computed value of £17,436,206, a sum slightly exceeded in 
1866, though the quantity in that year was under 240 million Ibs. In 
1871 our import of wool included 183 million hs. from Australia and 
32 millions from South Africa. Our import of raw silk in 1871 attafncd 
tho large amount of 8,251,486 lbs., of the value of £8,915,056. Of 
flax (dressed and undressed) and tow we imported the large quantity o 
2,597,915 ewts., of the valve of £5,791,188 ; and of hemp (dressed and 
undresse.t1) and tow as much as 1,320,747 ewts.,, of the value of 
£2,376,392 ; also jure of the value of four millions sterling. The im- 
port of hides, not tanned, comprised 1,278,354 ewts., of the valuc of 
£3,834,917, one-third of the sum being the price of the supply from 
India. The importation of wood and timber excecded 12 millions ster- 
ling in value, British North America taking above one-fourth of that 
amount for the supply sent to us thence. The rice imported represents 
£2,320,000 ; currants and raisins more than two millions sterling ; sugar 
and molasses, 18} millions ; tobacco, £3,709,000; oranges and lemons, 
a million; heps, £20,000, Then como spirits, £2,896,000, to add to 
the home-made article; wine to an unprecedented value, exceeding seven 
millions sterling; tea more thun 11} millions ; and coffee nearly 5} 
millions. 

If now we turn to the exports from tho United Kingdom in 1871, of 
British and Irish produce and manufacture:, and begin with tho textile 
manufactures which we send into every part of the world, we find that 
‘ the year saw an export of cotton manufactures of the value of 
£57 635,570. The enormous length of 3,410,901,522 yards of cotton 
piece goods, more than 9 million yards a-day, was seut forth from our 
shores, [udia and China being our chief customers. Further to fulfil 
our work of clothing mankind, we exported woollen and worsted manu- 
factures of the unprecedented value of £27,184,704, the quantity of one 
sort or another averaging more than a million yards a-day. For this 
class of goods the United States stands at the head of our list of 
customers. Of linon manufactures the year's export excccded the 
valuc of 7§ millions sterling, and of silk manufactures 2 millions. 
The export of yarns was also very large, reaching the value of 15 mil- 
lions sterling in the article of cotton, 6 millions of woollen, 2$ millions 
linen and jute, and 14 million silk. The jute manufactures exported 
exceeded u million sterling in value.” The export of clothes shows a 
value of nearly six millions sterling in paberdashery and millinery, and of 
£2,700,000 in apparel and slops; Australia, British North America, 
and the United States are the chief customers for these gouds. Leather 
manufactures exported amounted in value to nearly two millions, three- 
fourths being for boots and shoes; and saddlery and harness add their 
half-million to the account. The great item of iron in the exports is 
greater than ever. Putting together all our exports of iron and steel 
in 1871, from pig upwards, all of it the produce of this country and

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work of our hands, we exported 3,171,581 tons, of the value of 
£26,149,186, or not very far from an eighth of the value of the 
entire exports of our produce and manufactures. This item has 
doubled itself in the last seven years. The United States continue to be 
very large customers for our iron manufactures. In 1871 there was 
exported thither from this country railroad iron of the value of nearly 
four millions sterling, and tin plates of the value of more than two 
millions. Germany, Russia, and Holland make a fair show among our 
customers for iron, und British North America took above half a mil- 
lion’s worth of railroad iron, and other fron goods to the value of above 
£800,000. The export of telegraphic wire exceeded the value of a 
million and a half. Copper, wrought and unwrought, makes an item <s 
nearly three millions’ worth; lead, putting together pig, sheet, tubing, 
&c., £860,000; tin, unwrought, £762,000. Machinery and mill work ex- 
ported show an increased value; steam-engines exceeding £2,000,000, 
and other descriptions £3,886,006. Above £1,100,000 of the 
amount is made up of export of machinery to Russia. The 
exports of hardware and cutlery unenumerated advanced to a value of 
more than four millions, the United States being at the head of the 
customers. 


THE DUTCH TEA TRADE OF 1871. 

Messrs. Mackay, Boomkamp, and Oo., of Amsterdam, have 
issued the following report upon the Dutch tea trade of last 
year :—In reviewing the past year we may state that although 
the total quantity of China and Java teas direct imported 
in Holland has been less than in 1870, the trade has been regular. 
the whole year round, with little fluctuation. Owing to the long 
and severe winter 1870-1 the periodical public sales of Java teas in 
March could not take place, and were postponed until further 
notice ; this news and the small stocks caused an advance in prices 
both for China and Java teas; the former being quoted 95c. per 
4 kilo., equal to 1s. 5d. per English 1b., for ordinary China Congou, 
and the latter about 90c. per 4 kilo., equal to 1s. 4d. per English lb. 
As soon as the auctions were actually advertised, prices receded 
about 5c per } kilo., or 1d. per English 1b. following the London 
market, and have remained stationary ever since. e direct im- 
ports from China to Holland have consisted of about 20,000 
' packages, which have been sold in public sales, viz, 12th April,

THE NEW BILL OF LADING. 

We are glad to learn that the vexed question of the revision of 
the clauscs recently introduced into bills of lading for steamers 
via the Suez Canal has been set at reat, at least for the present. 
It appears to us that the shipowners have not yet conceded all the 
demands which the merchants are entitled to; but it is satisfac- 
tory to observe that the monstrous clause empowering a vessel to 
‘call at any port or ports in or out of the customary route,” in 
“any order,” and for ‘‘ any purpose,” has been replaced by a new 
form, which restricts it to the taking in of coal or other necessary 
supplies. ‘I'he following isjthe full text of the No. 1 Form :—

The following are the exceptions and conditions above referred to :— 
Weight, measure, quality, contents, and value unknown, The act of 
Gods the Queen’s encmies ; pirates ; robbers by land or sea ; restraint 
of princes, rulers of people ; loss or damage from machinery, boilers or 
steam, or from explosion, heat, or fire on board, fn hulk or craft, or on 
shore; jettison; barratry ; any act, neglect, or default whatsoever, of 
pilote, master, or crew in the management or navigation of the ship; 
and all and every the dangers and accidents of the seas, rivers, and 
canal, and of navigation of whatever nature or kind are excepted. 

The ship is not liable for insufficient packing, or reasonable wear and 
tear of packages ; for inaccuracies, obliteration, or absence of marks, 
mumbers, address, or description of goods shipped; leakage; breakage ; 
joss or damage by dust from coaling on the voyage; sweat ; rust ; decay. 
Fines and expenses, und Josses by detention of ship or cargo, caused by 
‘incorrect marking, or by incomplete or inzorrect description of contents 
or weight, or of any other particulars required by the authorities at the 
-port of discharge, upon either the packages or bills of lading, shall be 
borne by the owners of the goods. 

The steamer, while detained at any port for the purpose of coaling, 
is at liberty to discharge and receive goods and passengers. 

The owners of this steamer will not be accountable for gold, silver, 
bullion, specie, jewelry, precious stones, or precions metala, or beyond 
‘the amount of £100 for any one package, unless the bills of lading 
are signed for such goods, and the value declared there:n. 

If medicinal fluids, or any other goods of an inflammable, damaging, 
-or dangerous nature are shipped without being previously declared and 
arranged for, they are liable, upon discovery, to be thrown overboard, 
and the loss will fall upon the shippers or owners of such fluids or 
goods. 

The goods are to be discharged from the ship as soon as public inti- 
‘mation is given that she is ready to unload, and if not thereupon re- 
moved without delay by the Consignee, the master or agent is to be at 
liberty to land the same, or, if neccssary, to discharge into hulk, lazaretto, 
or hired lighters, at the risk and expense of the owners of the goods. 

In case of quarantine, the goods may be discharged into quarantinet 
depot, hulk, or other vessel, as required for the ship’s despatch. Qua- 
rantine expenses upon the goods, of whatever nature or kind, shall be 

dorne by the owners of the goods. 

In case of the blockade or interdict of the port of discharge, or if the 
entering of or discharging in the port shall be considered by the master 
unsafe by reason of war or disturbances, the master may land the goods 
at the nearest safe and convenient port, at the expense and risk of the 
owners of the goods; and the ship's responsibility shall cease when the 
‘goods are so discharged into proper and safe keeping, the master giving 
immediate notice of the same to the consignees of the goods, so far as 
they can be ascertained. 

The master or agent shall have a lien on the goods for payments made 
or liabilities incurred in respect of any charges stipulated herein to be 
‘borne by the owners of the goods. 

Tn case any part of the within goods cannot be found daring the 
ship's stay at the port of destination, they are when found to be sent 
dack by first steamer, at the ship’s risk and expense, and subject to any 
proved claim for loss of market. 

The ship shall not be liable for incorrect delivery unless each packet 
shall have been distinctly marked by the shippers before shipment with 
‘the name of the port or destination. 

In witness whereof the master or agent of the said ship has signed 

bills of lading, exclusive of the master’s copy, all of this 
tenor and date, one of which being accomplished, the others to stand void.

Form No. 2 differs from No. 1 merely by having an addi- 
tional clause in the exemptions, suitable for goods deliverable 
at ports with open roadsteads, such as Colombo, Madras, and 
other ports on the Malabar or Coromandel Coasts; while No. 3 
provides for transhipment of goods at ship’s expense, but mer- 
chant’s risk tosuch ports as Rangoon, Batavia, Yokohama, &c. 
This form or forms relate, as we have said, to the outward bill of 
lading. The inward bill of lading has, we believe not yet, been 
fully agreed upon, but, with the good understanding that has 
already been arrived at, there is little doubt that a uniform bill 
- of lading, both ways, will shortly be agreed upon. Under 
the new bill ships will be at liberty to discharge and re- 
ceive passengers at a port or ports to be named, and to 
take in coal or other necessary supplies at any intermediate port 
or ports, and, when there, also to receive or discharge passen- 
gers; to sail with or without pilots, and to tow and assist vessels 
in ali situations of distress ; goods must be discharged from the 
ehip as soon as ‘* public intimation is given that she is ready to 
unload ;” and, if the consignee does not take immediate delivery, 
the master or agent may land the goods, or, if necessary, discharge 
them into hulk, laziretto, or hired fighters, at the risk and expense 
of the owners of the goods; and, perhaps most important provision 
of all, the master or agent is to have a lien on the goods “‘ for pay- 
ments made or liabilities incurred in respect of any charges stipu-

that, although the recent difficulty has been happily surmounted, 
and the mercantile world has gained the advantage of an uniform 
bill—at least one way—the terms stiil insisted upon by, and 
granted to, the shipowners, cannot but be regarded as -decidedly 
favourable, and susceptible of liberal modification when their 
operation comes to be better understood by both parties. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


RorrerpaM, Jan. 17. 
The members of the Firat Chamber are busy debating the Biil by 
which the Government proposes to ratify the transfer of our settlements 
on the Weat Coast of Africa to England. The discussions have already 
lasted two days, but the opinion is that they will be brought to an end 
to-day. There is a good deal of opposition, for which the principal 
motives are that the transfer is antagonistic to our national honour, 
and that the inhabitants of these settlements are undesirous of being 
brought under the authority of England. And, indeed, a special am- 
bassador of the King of Elmina, Mr. D. M. Graves, arrived some time 
ago at the Hague, the bearer of an address which states that the 
Elminese wish to continue under the authority of Holland. Never- 
theless, I think that the Bill will pass. It is pretty certain that 
many lords will vote for the Bill, because the rejection would endanger 
our fiiendly relations with Great Britain, and another motive is the 
existing connection between this treaty and that referring to Sumatra. 
We are atill without a Minister of War, the report that Mr. Stieltjes 
would be app inted to the post not having been confirmed. Mr. Engel- 
vaart has been appointcd a member of the grand staff of the army—a 
costly institution, which benefits the country but very little. JT am also 
glad to state that Mr. Thorbecke has wholly recovered, and is able to 
attend the Ministerial Councils. He has celebrated his seventy-fifth 
birthday. 
The opposition in the cotton districts against the revision of the 
India tariff as proposed by Mr. van Bosse increases more and more. 
The Ryssen Chamber of Trade has forwarded an address to the Second 
Chamber urging that the liberal measure of the Minister should bo out- 
voted. 
I hear that the wrecked hull of the unfortunate steamer Willen LIT. 
has been sold in England for £20,500. This sum is not so large as was 
expected, the general opinion being that about £25,000 would be 
realised. 
Mr. L. T. Kleintjes has retired from his post as Chancellor of the 
Dutch Ambassade in Japan.

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MR. RYRIE AND THE HONG KONG COUNCIL. 

Havine felt bound, on more than one occasion recently, to 
draw attention to the great waste of the public time in the 
Hong Kong Juegislative Council—to say nothing of the 
damage to English prestige, occasioned by the petty alterca- 
tions of some of its members in presence of a party of the 
shrewdest and severest critics in the world—we feel parti- 
cular pleasure in paying our tribute of respect to the Hon. 
P. Rrriz’s “declaration of independence,” as set forth in the 
publication of that gentleman’s protest against the recent 
breach of privilege by the Colonial Secretary. The question 
raised by Mr. Ryrrz is of no common importance ; it is one 
in which he is likely to receive but little—and that dubious 
—assistance from the officials who surround and oppose him ; 
and the greater credit is therefore due to Mr. Ryrie for the 
public spirit which impelled him to resist the unprecedented, 
overbearing, and totally unofficial treatment which he received 
from the Colonial Secretary—Mr. J. Garpiner Austin. It 
is enough to make any one conversant with the etiquette of 
English Public Offices shudder to see such a production as 
the letter we are about to copy, which is marked No. 461 ; 
s fact that suggests the appalling idea that 460 similarly 
conceived letters must already have been issued from the 
same office. It is from no wanton cruelty—only from a sense 
of the necessity for literal accuracy in such affairs—that we 
give this upfortunate dociment in full :—

Now who, we would ask—reading this composition with- 
but any previous knowledge of the facts—could possibly 
imagine that Mr. Rynrie had practically made no charge what- 
ever on the occasion referred to? All that Mr. Ryriz had 
done was to ask a question, in his place in Council, in such 
terms as to afford the Colonial Secretary an opportunity 
of Cenying certain imputations which were only too current, 
and explaining away reports concerning the Registrar-Gene- 
ras department, which could not fail to be highly preju- 
ictal to it—so long as they were permitted to remain uncon- 
tradicted. 

Mr, Ryrrie was perfectly right in not replying to a letter 
which ought never to have been addressed to him, and which 
he rightly considered as a violation of the privileges of 
mcinbers of the Legislative Council and everything spoken 
by them in the place to which they have been elected. It 
was competent for the Colonial Secretary to have given a dis- 
cliimer to the rumours alluded to by Mr. Ryne; or, if he 
were not prepared to go so far, a8 seems likely, he might have 
niuved the adjournment of the question until he had acquired 
tlc necessary information. Instead of taking either of these 
cosrses Mr, Garpiner AUSTIN wrote a letter, not requesting 
information, but demanding, in a most overbearing manner, 





We understand that Mr. Hott, managing proprietor of 
the well-known line of steamers which bears his name, has 
determined to commence the navigation of the Yangtsze next 
season, and that three paddle-wheel vessels of 3,000 tons 
each have been ordered on the Clyde for that purpose. We 
likewise hear that Mr. Hott and his friends have in contem- 
plation the formation of a line between a port in the Pacific, 
Japan, and China ; but nothing definite has yet been settled 
on. Negotiations have also, we hear, been going on for the 
formation of a joint-stock company to take over Mr. Hott’s 
line, and a few China merchants have been asked to join 
the board of directors. Mr. Hott has no doubt calcu- 
lated on the opposition of the “ Shanghai Steam Naviga- 
tion Company,” now ruuning on the Yangtsze under the 
American flag, but largely owned by fall classes of the 
Shanghai community, including Chinese. The “ Union Com- 
pany,” which runs two steamers under the English flag, and « 
which has always been on sufferance, would, we expect, have 
to retire from the contest. We may here mention that it is 
rumoured that the Chinese Government intend to permit of 
the navigation of the Yangtsze as far as Ichang in antici pa- 
tion of the revision of the Treaty, and we also hear that 
orders will shortly be given for the construction of a tele- 
graph line from Shanghai to Soochow. China is waking up 
at last, and shaking off that mystioal “ Foong Shuey.” 














Tue French postal authorities in Paris have issued a 
notice that mails for India, China, and Japan will be des- 
patched from Marseilles every alternate Sunday by the 
steamers of the Afessageries Jaritimes ; and every alternate 
Thursday by French packet to Alexandria, to be conveyed 
thence by the steamers of the P. and O. Company. The 
postage on letters will be one france not exceeding ten 
grammes, or one-third of an ounce, and on newspapers, 
forty grammes (two and a-half ounces), fifteen centimes. 
By Brindisi the rates are one franc thirty centimes on let- 
ters, and twenty-five centimes on papers. 





As we anticipated, the trial of Avpoota Moussa and Noor 
Mavomep Camissa for fraud and conspiracy terminated in a 
verdict of guilty, and the committal of those gentlemen to 
gaol, from which we shall consider it a great failure of justice 
if they are released for a long time. Some points of law 
were reserved by Chicf Justice Smaus, who, with Eldonian 
incertitude, while refusing bail for the prisoners, pledged 
himself to the care of them while in prison, being such #5 
befitted persons who were only “ detained.” When the case 
isentirely concluded—probably next week—we shall take 
the opportunity of reviewing it. 





Tue Chairman of the Straits Association has addressed a 
letter to the Secretary of “State for the Colonies, requesting 
to be furnished with a copy of the treaty lately concluded 
with the Dutch Government as to the trade of Sumatra. 
It has also been represented to his Lordship that in the 
opinion of the Association it is not necessary to have any 
Government steamers in the Straits. 


Ir is reported that the French Government have been 
applied to by the Government of Japan to send over mili- 
tary instructors comprising all branches of the service, and 
that ten commissioned and sixteen non-commissioned offi- 
cers will shortly procced to Yukohama, under the charge of 
Captain Brunet, of the Artillery, an officer who has alre: '¥ 
seen service in Japan. 
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Tue Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company have 
now on the stocks at Glasgow another screw steamer of about 
1,000 tons for their Java line. She is expected to be ready 
for Iaunching in June next. Telegrams from Melbourne are 
looked for announcing the decision of the Government as to 
the establishment of a mail service between Australia and 
Java on a subsidy.

SILK—THE NEW FRENCH TARIFF. 
M. Thiers, in his speech in favour of an import duty on textile 
substances referred to the probable effect of the measure on the 
silk trade in these terms :— 


“ With respect to silk we have also been told, and this time 
with more probability, that we were exposing ourselves to great 
disappointment, and that we were ill-advised in proposing a tax 
which would procure nothing to the Treasury, as we should have 
to return by the drawback all that the tax had produced. It is 
not without much reflection and many calculations that we have 
proposed this tax, and we are convinced that (with more possible 
variations I admit, for I have no wish to conceal the truth) we 
shall also obtain a considerable sum under this head on the same 
conditions as already enumerated, that is to say, by an indemnifi- 
cation of the manufactured article, a wide distribution of the 
‘tax, and the protection of a national production, that of home- 
grown silk. 


It is true that if the question is only superficially examined it 
will indeed appear that as much silk leaves the country as enters 
it, and that consequently the drawback would absorb all the 
produce of the tax. On looking, however, more closely into the 
subject such will not be found to be the case. Foreign silk of a 
value of 258 millions of francs is imported, representing about 
five millions of kilogrammes (5,000 tons). This difference in the 
value of the article and the weight is explained by its quality, 
which is very superior. A part of that silk is imported into 
France in the form of cocoons; by transforming it into raw silk 
the quantity is reduced to 4,500,000 kilos. Lastly, from the 
total quantity we have also deducted the weight of the packages, 
which is of little importance in other articles, but is an important 
consideration in one of such value as silk. Thus 4,500,000 kilos. 
are imported into France ; now how much is exported, packages, 
of course, deducted ? * 4,500,000 kilos. also. 

If we looked at those figures only it would really appear that 
we were ill-advised in proposing to tax an article, the imports of 
which were balanced by the exports. But one point has been 
overlooked. We have been told that the colouring matter added 
enormously to the weight. But if this was well known, why has 
any astonishment been expressed at the demand we make and at 
the calculations we have presented. Yes! the packages deducted, 
we do export 4,500,000 kilos., but what our opponents have for- 
gotten to say is that the colouring matter adds 100 or 200, and 
sometimes 300 per cent. to the weight of the article. I have 
shown that the imports amount to 4,500,000 kilos., but the exports, 
taking a very moderate estimate of the dye, which is very easily 
calculated by the Customs, in reality only amount to 3,000,000 
kilos. Thus 1,500,000 kilos. of silk remain in the country. Now 
if the duty is twelve francs per kilo., that is from 15 to 16 per 
cent., the entire quantity imported will produce 54 millions of 
francs, and if we reimburse the duty on three millions of kilos. 
there will still remain a sum of 27 millions.* I admit that diff- 
culties and contestations may arise at the Customs, but they will 
be overcome, as they have already been. This explains the re- 
pugnance felt towards the tax by some persons. I acknowledge 
that errors may be committed in calculating the drawback, but 
really, if a branch of manufacture which represents at least 800 
millions of francs— : 

A Derory: Nine hundred millions. 


M. Tnrexs: If such a branch of manufacture cannot support 
a tax of 27 millions then nothing is possible. We propose to you

A Deprury : Not silk! 


M. ‘Turers: Yes; it has already had to bear a small tax. We 
propose, I repeat, taxes which have already been tried, and at- 
tempts are made to reject them for others which are absolutcly 
chimerical. I say that a tax which offers the probability, and 
almost the certainty of a produce of twenty-seven millions deserves 
8 better reception. Now, as to the distribution of the tax we 
have inquired what such a charge might represent in the con- 
sumption of silk wares. I have put the question to respectable 
silk mercers, what would be the amount of such a tax on a dress 
of twenty metres of stuff? The material for such a dress would 
cost £.150 and the making f.150 more. Do you know how 
much the duty would be? ‘Twelve francs only on a dress of 
£.300. Does that alarm you? I ask. (No! No!) A dress which 
with the making would cost f.500 would pay in duty about f.14, 
and one of £.600, f.18. Is that too much? I ask. (Several 
Voices : No! it isnot enough.) Besides, will not the small native 
silk-grower, who has suffered so much from the disease in silk- 
worms’ eggs, have reason to be satisfied? Is it an insignificant 
result to aid him by a tax on foreign silks, when that same tax 
is a valuable resource, and when the export trade is freed from it 
by a drawback? Is such a relief to the native silk-grower so ia- 
significant a result when the tax is so light and so easy to sup- 
port? Isay, No; it is not possible that the departments of the 
South would prefer to such a tax an increased duty on wines. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The new tariffs on silks, as proposed by the Government, are as 
under, per 100 kilos. (2 cwts.) :—Fresh cocoons, f.150 ; do., dry, 
£350; raw silk from India, China, or Japan, f.325; from other 
countries, f.1,200; double cocoons (doupions), f.300 ; thrown silk, 
from India, China, or Japan, f.1,100; from other countries, 
£.1,300 ; floss, £.225 ; husks, f.56. 

Cotton from India or China, f.35 ; from other countries, f.40. 





QUARTERLY REPORTS ON THE CHINA TRADE. 
The Customs Gazette for the quarter ending September, 1871, 
has just been issued. The following is a résumé of its contents : — 


TIENTSIN, 


Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports a trifling falling off in im- 
ports, with even lower prices than in the previous quarter. The 
destruction of property and general distress caused by the floods 
fully account for this. ‘The tonnage entered, compared with the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year, however, rose from 
36,188 to 46,596; and the tonnage cleared from 34,659 to 44,733. 
In imports there was a perceptible increase in Grey and White 
Shirtings and T-cloths, Jeans, aud Lustres. Camlcts, Spanish 
Stripes, Chinese imports show a very great falling off, and Opium 
a very serious one. In exports the decline was greater than in 
anything else, which is easily accounted for by the reasons assigned. 
The revenue, however, compared favourably with that of 1870, 
being Tis. 109,497, against Tls. 105,386. The following facta, 
taken from Chung How’s “‘ History of Tientsin,” are interesting: 
—Floods occurred here nineteen, thirty-two, and seventy years 
ago, on the latter of which occasions the waters rose seven or eight 
feet higher than this time; and in the thirty-fifth year of the 
reign of Kang-hi the deluge was so cxcessive that the inhabitants 
had to live up in trees. The public heaith was, however, good, 
notwithstanding the inundation in the quarter under aotice, and 
no serious disturbances arose, though there must always be some 
danger of outbreak, or epidemic, or general and lasting distress, in 
such a place. 

NEWCHWANG. 


Mr. Commissioner Luson reports the quarter's trade as steady, 
though comparing unfavourably with the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year. The Southern Chinese merchants are said to 
have realised a profit of from 5 to 10 per cent, on export transac- 
tions, and trade in imports seems to have been tolerably profitable 
both to importers and purchasers. Cotton Picce Goods generall 
met with a ready sale, and the stock left on hand was sma 
Opium was not active, and prices declined Tls. 10 per chest. The 
tonnage entered fell from 28,050 in the corresponding quarter of 
1870 to 23,271 ; and ‘‘cleared” rose from 23,166 to 26,127. In 
imports Grey Shirtings rose from 40,050 pieces to 50,850; Wool- 
lens fell from 9,656 to 2,340. The revenue, which was ‘Ils. 
81,054 for the corresponding quarter in 1869, and Tls. 57,031 in 
1870, amounted to ‘Ils, 71,236 in 1871. The only events of ge- 
neral interest were the survey of the harbour by the U.S. gunboat 
Palos, by the kind permission of Commander Rockwell ; the arri- 
val of the new lightship Zsow Chiany ; the failure of the large 
native firm Tung Hsing Kwei; and a serious inundation. 


CHEFOO, 

Mr. Hobson, Acting Commissioner, reports a more than average 
business, though the returns show some falling off compared with 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year, when trade re- 
ceived an unusual impetus, owing to thejunsettled state of affairs 


-at Tientsin. There is, therefore, a deficit of 41,319 pieces, com- 


pared with the deliveries of 1870, though they show an increase of 
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and the revenue shows Ts. 71,209, against Tls. 74,450 in the corre- 
sponding quarter in 1870, and Tls. 55,953 in 1869. 


HANKOW. 


Mr. Commissioner Macpherson reports the tonnage as very little 
differing in amount from that of the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. In imports Grey Shirtings rose from 283,350 pieces 
to 532,235. T-cloths also rose from 205,801 pieces to 250,778 ; 
and Drills from 108,424 to 168,232. Woollens show a falling off. 
Tn exports the losses on ‘lea must have equalled, if not exceeded, 
the gain of 1870. Since the first purchases in May, 428,491 piculs 
were sent away, against 389,610 shipped from the commencement 
of the season to the close of September in 1870. ‘The revenue 
however rose from 'ls. 469,099 in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year to Tls. 590,595. 

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner Drew reports the export of Tea, which was 
very large in the sane quarter, to have been again 80 far in excess 
of the average that, since the opening of the season, it already 
amounted to 131,000 piculs. The large increase in the import of 
Cotton Goods continued, but stocks were not accumulating. This 
year there was no flood at Kiukiang. The tonnage was almost 
the same as in the corresponding quarter of the preceding year. 
The revenue exhibits a progressive advance, having risen from 
Tis. 138,818 in 1869 to ‘'ls. 151,461 in 1870, and Tis. 197,391 
in the quarter under notice. 


CHINKIANG, 

Mr. Detring, Acting Commissioner, reports more than an ordi- 
nary increase in almost every article of import, in some degree 
attributable to the floods in the North—goods finding their way to 
Honan and Shantung more easily from this place than if the 
transported via Tientain. ‘The tonnage, both entered and cleared, 

dvanced from 107,000 in the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year to 113,000. The imports of Grey Shirtings, T-cloths, 
&c., for the quarter have advanced at the following extraordinary 
and sustained rate during the last four years :—

SHANGHAI. 


Mr. Commissioner Dick reports the revenue to have increased 
from ‘Tls. 787,726 in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year to Tls. 918,227. The tonnage was not materially different 
in amount. In imports Grey Shirtings‘show an increase, nearly 
bringing the amount up to that of the corresponding quarter in 
1868. hite Shirtings greatly declined. T-cloths and Lustres, 
however, rose to twice the quantity in the corresponding period 
of last year. Exports show a great falling off, except in Tea 
and Silk. We are somewhat surprised to find Mr. Dick’s report 
of trade closing with the sentence—‘' General remarks— Vil.” 


NINGPO. 


Mr. Commissioner Francis W. White reports a slight decrease 
in the imports of Piece Goods. The Tea crop is put down as 
equal in quantity to the,previous year’s, but the leaf inferior and 
the same profits not expected. Cotton was also late in the market. 
The tonnage falls short of the same period in the previous year by 
8,268 tons inward, and 7,171 outward. ‘The total revenue col- 
lection shows an increase of Tls. 24,932. 

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. H. Noetzli, Deputy Commissioner in Charge, reports the 
revenue as Ts. 756,926, against Tls. 703,145 in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year, and Tis. 929,166 in 1869. Here, 
again, the ‘‘ General Remarks” are nid. The imports wore a more 
favourable aspect than in the last two or three years, but we should 
have been glad to be informed as to the cause of the return this 
~~ to the expansion evinced four years ago. Prima facie the 

port before us is unsatisfactory, as it is full of figures, without 
any attempt to explain the causes that have led to, or the results 
that may be expected from, the returns. 


TAMSUI (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Commissioner de Champs reports an increase in the two 
main articles of import, Cotton Piece Goods and Opium ; of 64 
per cent. for the former, and 27 per cent. for the latter produce, 
as compared with the corresponding quarter in the previous year. 
In the case of Cotton Piece Goods this increase is stated to repre- 
sent the overflow of neighbouring markets on the mainland, where 
these man goods have lately accumulated on account of 
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94,998 pieces over 1869. The tonnage presents little alteration ; j 


the low rates of the market. The increase in the importation of 
Opium corresponds in a certain proportion to that in the exporta- 
tion of Tea, against which the drug is bartered. The export of 
Tea shows an increase of 45 per cent. over the corresponding quar- 
ter of the year previous. The Coal trade at Khelung was unu- 
sually active, owing to a stoppage in the working of some of the 
Japan mines. The export shows an increase of 190 per cent, 
The revenue amounted to Tis, 43,679, against ‘Ts, 25,086 in 1870. 

his is one of the shortest reports in the volume before us ; but 
it is so clearly, concisely, and suggestively put together, that it 
might well serve for a model for other Commissioners to study, 
and for the Government to require to be followed.] 


TAKOW (FORMOSA). 


Mr. W. Cartwright, Assistant in Charge, reports the revenue to 
have amounted to Tis. 22,885, against ‘Tis. 16,675 in 1870, and 
Tis. 11,099 in 1869. ‘The export of sugar, from the commence- 
ment of the year, was 548,000 piculs, against 580,000 in the first 
three quarters of the previous year. There is the usual increase 
of 100 chests in the import of Opium, and rates have been high. 
Much more ground has been devoted to Sugar cultivation. 


AMOY. 


Mr. Commigsioner Hughes reports ‘ General Remarks—nil ;’ 
“ Occurrences—nil.” The imports of Cotton and Woollen Goods 
show a falling off, which we should have liked to have found ac- 
counted for. The exports in Tea show an increase. The revenue 
was Tls. 186,730, against Tle. 159,233 inthe corresponding quarter 
of 1870, and Tis. 129,012 in 1869—and perhaps Mr. Hughes con- 
siders this so satisfactory a piece of information that it is unneces- 
sary to add anything to it in the way of comment. 


SWATOW. 


Mr. A. Huber, Acting Commissioner, reports the foreign trade 
as showing fairly against the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year. The failure of the firat Rice crop, owing to drought, 
and of the second, owing to rains and inundations, greatly stimu- 
lated the import of Rice and Wheat. The import of Piece Goods 
was about the same as in the previous year—that of Metals, about 
half. The large increase of Opium (634 half-chests) is owing to the 
strict measures adopted on the coast opposite to Hong Kong to 
prevent smuggling. The export during the whole Sugar season 
exceeds, by more than 300,000 piculs, that of late years; the 
Sugar districts have been very little affected by rain and inunda- 
tion, owing to the deep and wide river ruoning through them. 
‘rhe revenue shows Tls. 165,347, against Tls 104,959 for the corre- 
sponding quarter in the previous year, aud Tls. 84,781 in 1869. 
Mr. Huber’s Report is altogether explicit and encouraging. 

CANTON. 

Mr. Bowra, Acting Commissioner, reports the revenue a8 
Tis. 355,315, against Tls. 255,986 in the correspondivg quarter of 
the previous year, aud Ts. 364,136 in 1869. [ere again, we fiod 
the word “ nt/” appended both to “ General Remarks * and “ Oc- 
currences.” The imports of Grey Shirtings aud ‘L’.cloths show a 
marked decrease, and Opium a great increase—both of which we 
should have liked to have been explained.

Tenders for £500,000 in bills ‘on India were received on the 
17th inst. at the Bank of England.

11d. on 
all the Presidencies. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 114d: 
will receive about 22 per cent., and on Bombay at that price 
about 24 per cent. ; those stove { in full. A decided increase in 
the demand for the means of remittance to the East is shown. 

At the meeting of the proprietors of the City Bank a dividend 
was declared for the half-year at the rate of 9 per cent. per 
annum, leaving, after the addition of £5,000 to reserve fund, 
which now stands at £110,000, the sum of £1,837 to be carried foie 
ward.

At public sale yesterday 1,924 packages, per steamer Lorne, consisting 
of 577 half-cheats Moyune Green, 610 chests 737 half.chests Congoa, 
were offered without reserve, and ‘all sold. There was a fair attendance 
and good competition for the fine qualities of Moyane Green, but the 
common lines sold under the prices paid for similar kinds, ex Heetor, 
on the 12thinst. The Congoua were common to fair medium red leaf ;
